"Carrying flashlights, we started 
out on Union boulevard south of 
Delmar and drove eastward at ran- 
dom through alleys,” Dr. Nakada 
related to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
in-elaborating on the report. “Con- 
ditions were bad enovgh in_ the, 
West FE-nd, but when we got east 
o’ Grand they were almost unbe- 
lieva ble. 

“It was a warm night and there 
was a stench in our nostrils. Driv- 
ing slowly along through the poor- 
er districts, we saw Negro families 
sitting out in the alleys beside their 
shacks. Garbage was strewn at the 
side Of the alleys and over back- 
yards. Cats and dogs slunk through 
the shadows and often our flash- 
lights showed big gray rats scut- 
tling along—some of them half as 
big as a cat.” 

Dr. Nakada pointed out that rats 
were Carriers of the bubonic plague, 
that there was danger of infection 
from rabid dogs, and that both dogs 
and cats were carriers of parasitic 
diseases which might be transmit- 
ted to human beings. Trash in 
backyards, he added, was not only 
unsanitary but constituted a fire 
hazard. 

Since the tour was made, he said. 
he had been informed that one of 
the reasons for the scattering of 
karbage was that city garbage col- 
leetors had too much territory to 
‘over because of insufficient appro- 
Priations for garbage collection. It 
was likely, he said, that collectors 
in their has+> to cover their route 
left garbage cans uncovered, with 
their contents accessible to stray 
tnimals. By day, undoubtedly, dis- 
‘ase-carrying flies swarmed about 
the garbage, he said.

Pierce Kingsley, Scenic Artist and 
Retired Actor, Runs Into Back 
of Carrier. 


Pierce Kingsley, scenic artist, di- 
rector of the Alton Little Theater 
Greup and retired actor, was killed 
late yesterday when his automobile 
ran into the back of a Wood River- 
Alton bus which had stopped for a 
passenger a block east of the Big 
Four Railroad crossing of U. 5S.

Kingsley, who was said to be in 
the 50s and who resided at 609 East 
Broadway, Alton, died shortly after 
ihe had been removed, with some dif- 
ficulty, from the wreckage of his 
car.

Factory at Camden, N. J., Picketed 
Despite Saturday Holiday; Union

CAMDEN, N. J., June 27.—Nearly 
1000 pickets surrounded the RCA 
Manufacturing Co. plant today al- 
though it was closed for the regular 
Saturday holiday. 

A. C. Levay, chairman of the le- 
gal committee of the United Elec- 
trical & Radio Workers of America, 
said a picket line would be main- 
tained over the weekend, and that 
mass picketing would be resumed 
Monday when the plant reopens. 

An outbreak late yesterday re- 
sulted in injury to at least 10 per- 
sons and the arrest of 40.

JERUSALEM, June 27.—(Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency) — British 
troops killed one Arab and wound- 
ed another today at Azzun, north- 
ern Palestine, when they fired into 
a group that did not halt when 
challenged. 

The death toll in the disorders 
since April 15 was unofficially es- 
timated at 135, including 43 Jews, 
4 Christians, 3 British troops and 
85 Arabs. About 30 Arabs were 
thought to have fallen before Brit- 
ish rifles and machinegun fire in 
the past week. 

Soldiers repelled Arab attacks 
during the night at Motza and Ben 
Shemen. 

Arab newspapers reported today 
that Emil Abdullah, ruler of trans- 
Jordan, has invited the supreme 
Arab committee to confer with him 
soon at his capital, Amman. 

However, the Government of 
trans-Jordan published a categor- 
ical denial that there was any in- 
tention on the part of residents of 
trans-Jordan to conduct an armed 
march on Palestine. 

A spokesman for the Palestine 
Government said talk of such a 
march was “utter nonsense” and 
declared there were no indications 
of such an uprising. He stated that 
trans-Jordan is well controlled by 
the British royal air force and that 
the Jordan passes are watched. 


Pry the Associated Press. 
BEIRUT, Syria, June 27.—Syrian 
Arabs added their support today to 
the nationalist campaign against 
British and Jews in Palestine. 

Syrian leaders urged Arab kings 
to support their brothers in the 
Holy Land and strengthened a 
commercial boycott already organ- 
ized in their country. Many mer- 
chants cut off shipments of goods 
to Palestine Jews and young vigi- 
lantes erected a blockade against 
truckloads of produce. 

Groups of young men in Da- 
mascus established a watch over ga- 
rages for shipments of chickens, 
eges and vegetables. Many truck 
cargoes have been destroyed near 
Sidon, the principal] route between 
Beirut and Haifa. 

The widespread boycott, designed 
to aid Palestine Arabs win satisfac- 
tion from the British administra- 
tion against Jewish immigration 
and alnd ownership, has had a se- 
rious effect on Beirut trade. 

Relief committees in large cen- 
ters and villages were named to 
collect funds to support striking 
Palestine Arabs. 

Land transportation is becoming 
virtually impossible between Pal- 
estine and Beirut, officials said. 

Financial sources asserted many 
merchants in Palestine have stopped 
buying goods in Syria since the out- 
break nearly three months ago of 
the Arab general strike. Obligations 
which Palestine dealers contracted 
remained unpaid and Syrian mer- 
chants, in some instances, have 
sought loans to pay their bills. 

To complicate the situation, the 
Syrians have their own movement 
against French rule under a League 
of Nations mandate, a _ problem 
which the French Government now 
has under consideration. 

French military forces in Syria 
have been heavily reinforced late- 
ly, increasing’ their estimated 
strength to 25,000 men.

BETTING AGENTS IN FRANCE 
JOIN ‘SIT DOWN’ STRIKE 


Refuse to Pay Winners or Place 
New Wagers, Shipyard Work- 
ers Still Idle.

PARIS, June 27.—Betting on 
horse races was halted today as 
bookmakers joined the 150,000 
French workers beginning their sec- 
ond month of “sit down” strikes. 

The betting agents sat in their 
tiny offices, refusing to pay win- 
ners or take new bets. 

Red banners remained on flag- 
poles at naval shipyards of St. 
Nazaire where 10,006 employes still 
refused to work. 

The General Confederation of La- 
bor warned workers to hold ad- 
vantages gained by adhering to 
agreements, calling new = strikes 


The port of Marseille resumed its 
normal appearance after ship strik- 
ers went back to work. 

The strike movement throughout 
France continued in ebb with only 
scattered instances of new strikes. 
At Bordeaux, the French liner 
Jamaique, with 1000 passengers 
aboard, was prevented from sail- 
ing for the west coast of Africa 
when the crew refused to eject 
striking repair men.

Given Nomination 
By Acclamation in Session of 
Oratory Lasting Eight Hours 


End Comes With Galleries Empty and Many 
of Delegates Gone—Gavel Cuts Off Fee- 
ble 15-Minute Demonstration.

PHILALSELPHIA, June  27.— 
President Roosevelt will come to 
Philadelphia late today to accept 
the nomination for the presidency, 
given him by acclamation by a 
weary Democratic convention short- 
ly after midnight last night. 
Although the convention was con- 
trolled in every other respect, lead- 
ers could not restrain the flood of 
oratory that was poured out yester- 
day in 55 speeches seconding the 
nomination. Long before the last 
speaker had mounted the platform 
the galleries were emptied and even 
the delegations on the floor were 
greatly reduced in number so that 
the demonstration which finally 
greeted the nomination came as a 
feeble anti-climax. The session had 
been kept going for eight hours. 
The demonstration was brougnt 
to an end just before 1 o'clock after 
it had lasted for 15 minutes, Dy 
a motion to recess put by Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann of St. Louis. 
Earlier there had been a pro- 
longed demonstration for Gov. Her- 
bert H. Lehman of New York, part 
of the move to persuade him to run 
for re-election and strengthen Dem- 
ocratic chances in New York in 
the fall. For the purposes of the 
demonstration, the New York del- 
egation had increased its ranks by 
two or three times the number of 
recognized delegates, overflowing 
into the sections reserved for oth- 


er States. A forest of banners bore 
the legends “New York—Lehman 
Must Run,” “New York—Lehman 


Never Failed,” “New York—Leh- 
man Again.” 

The Lehman demonstration was 
touched off when Chairman Joseph 
T. Robinson introduced the New 
York Governor for the purpose of 
seconding the nomination of 
Roosevelt. For nearly 15 minutes 
Lehman stood in the hot glare of 
the Klieg tights, bowing and smil- 


ing as the demonstrators paraded

before the platform. Even after 
he began to read his prepared 
speech the noise continued una- 
bated, so that it was virtually im- 
possible to hear him a few yards 
from the platform despite the loud 
speaker system. 

The Governor, as almost. every 
other convention speaker has done, 
suggested the need for the change 
in the Constitution—“if” social leg- 
islation, particularly as relating to 
minimum hours and wages, cannot 
be upheld. Lehman related his pro- 
found disappointment in the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court 
invalidating New York State’s min- 
imum wage law for women. 


“T have never in my public life 
been more deeply disappointed or 


grieved than when the New York | 


minimum wage act was declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court by a divided vote of five to 
four,” Lehman said. “With all my 
heart I pray that the rehearing by 
the Supreme Court, for which we 
have asked, will Be granted and 
that the law will still be declared 
constitutional. 


“If the Supreme Court finds ft 
cannot hold the minimum wage act 
valid, it is my firm belief and 
earnest hope that, through orderly 
constitutional amendment, the 
States and the Federal Government 
be given ample powers to assure 
working women and minors decent 
wages and hours and to establish 
a broad program of social security.” 

In asking for a rehearing on the 
status of the law it is contended 
that the court’s recent decision 
dodged the question of the essential 
validity of the law.

St. Louis time) in 
Franklin Field, the football sta 
dium of the University of Pennsyk 
vania several blocks from the Con- 
vention Hall. 

Interest centered in what the 
President might say about the Su- 
preme Court, the Constitution and 
how he purposes to pursue the New 
Deal's objectives, reaffirmed in the 
1936 platform, in the face of Su.

Senator Joseph T. Robinson of 
Arkansas, permanent chairman of 
the convention, will deliver the ad- 
dress formally notifying the Presi- 
dent of his renomination.

Barkley wrote his noti- 
fication speech before he left Phila 
delphia. 

Allred’s Nomination Spéech. 

Gov. Allred, in his speech placing 
Garner in nomination, described hig 
candidate as “one of the greatest 
Vice-Presidents in our history.” All- 
red’s 17-minute. speech set off @ 
demonstration which lasted only 12 
minutes. The footsore marchers 
quickly sought their seats as soom 
as the booming organ stopped.

Financial problems of hospitals 
were discussed today at the annual 


convention of the Mid-West Hospi- 
tal Association, composed of groups 


frem Missouri, Colorado, Kansas 
and Oklahoma, at Hotel Jefferson. 

Private nospitals are facing «a 
problem of maintaining their pres- 
ent price schedules because costs 
of operation have been increasing 
due to higher prices, taxes, higher 
standards of nursing and more 
complicated apparatus, Frank J. 
Walter of Denver, Colo., told the 


meeting. 
He answered some common pub- 


tic criticisms of hospital procedures. 
One of the chief faults found by 


the public, he said, is the wide 
difference among prices charged in 
different hospitals for the same 
kind of treatments. If the hospi- 
tals could adopt more uniform 
standards of rates, the public world 
better understand hospital charges 
and have mroe confidence in them, 
he thought, but he pointed out that 
this is very difficult because of the 
variance in standards of hospitals. 


Question of Extra Charges. 

Another complaint often heard is 
of the practice of making extra 
charges for drugs, operating room, 
laboratory use, and dressings, he 
said. While under a system of a 
flat rate for all services, the pa- 
ent may know in advance just 
what an operation will cost him, 
the system has the disadvantages 
of making some patients pay for 
others who require more services, 
and of arousing suspicions that the 
hospital is economizing on gup- 
plies, he pointed out. He felt the 
system of charging for actual treat- 
ments given and medicines used is 
much fairer. 

He attacked as unethical the 
practice of some hospitals of 
bidding for, or accepting workmen’s 
compensation or industrial cases at 
charges below cost. “This loss must 
be made up from other revenues, 
either from full-paying patients, 
governmental or philanthropic,” he 
said) “The insurance companies 
and industrial groups are opened 
for profit and the hospitals should 
not be called upon to donate to 
that profit. Too often these groups 
have dictated to hospitals what 
they will pay, and. because of lack 
of organization and fear of losing 
business on the part of the hos- 
pitals they have accepted these of- 
fers.” 

This practice was also decried 
by Ray F. McCarthy, executive sec- 
retary of Group Hospital Service, 
Inc. of St. Louis. “Too often have 
We seen large industries use their 
bargaining power to obtain prefer- 
ential rates for their employes,” he 
asserted. “The question is now be- 
foming vexatious enough to be a 
burden to the community.”

District of Columbia Court Ruling 
Halts Preparations for Pay- 
ment July 1 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 27.—A 
spokesman for the Railroad Retire- 
ment Board said today that yester- 
day’s decision of the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court holding the 
Railroad Pension Act unconstitu- 
tional would be appealed to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Court of Appeals.

COMMISSION PROPOSES STATES 
INTERCHANGE RELIEF FUNDS 


Resolution Suggests “Shipping” of 
Stranded Families Could Thus 
Be Eliminated. 


| By the Associated Press. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 27. 
—A resolution calling on all states 
to adopt a uniform law for inter- 
change of relief funds to avoid 


“shipping” stranded and jobless 
families from one state to another 
was adopted by the Interstate Com- 
mission on Social Security today. 

Representatives of 13 states at- 
tended the conference. The com- 
mission resolved to draft a “model 
statute” to submit to the legisla- 
tures of the 48 states with a view 
to doing away with the present sys- 
tem of uprooting families that be- 
come jobless before living in a state 
long enough to qualify for unem- 
ployment relief. ° 

Sponsors of the new plan con- 
tended it would save large sums of 
money by eliminating the cost of 
transporting each transient family 
back to the state where it came 
from. The state in which the tran- 
sient becomes jobless would submit 
a bill to the home state for any re- 


lief costs, provided both states had} 


adopted the proposed uniform law. 
Many states require that a person 
have five years’ residence before re- 


ceiving relief. These requirements 
are known as “settlement laws.” 


The commission proposed that all} 


states have a one-year residence re- 
quirement.

NEW BRIDGE APPROACE 
AND TOLL BIL PASSED 


St. Louis Accepts Percentage of 
Receipts for Concessions to 
St. Clair County Span. 


An ordinance authorizing St. 
Clair County to build the west ap- 
proach of a proposed $4,500,000 
highway bridge over city streets 


and alleys, provided the county 
paid the city 12% per cent of the 
gross toll receipts, was passed 
unanimously by the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday. 

Tolls would be limited, under the 
measure, to the same level as on 
Municipal Bridge—10 cents for pri- 
vate vehicles and 15 cents for com- 


mercial cars. The county would 
collect tolls only as long as needed 
for retirement of revenue bonds 
which would be issued to raise the 
construction fund. Thereafter tae 
bridge would become free. 

The west approach would extend 
from the river to Broadway, ad- 
joining Mullanphy street. The east- 
ern end of the bridge would be at 
St. Clair avenue, National City. 

Earlier this week the Board of 
Public Service and aldermanic 
Streets Committee had approved a 
5 per cent charge for the approach 
privilege. The Board of Public 
Service initiated the increase to 
12% per cent yesterday because of 
the fear that a recent act of Con- 
gress exempting interstate public 
highway bridges from taxes would 
not apply to Municipal Bridge but 
would affect the proposed county 
bridge. 

Provision of New Act. 

The: congressional act, which has 
not yet been signed by President 
Roosevelt, provided tax exemption 
only for crossings free of tolls or 
where tolls were used exclusively 
for retirement of construction debts. 
Acting City Counselor Louis A. Mc- 
Keown concluded that the county 
bridge, but not the city’s, would 
benefit from this. 

If toll receipts on the county 
bridge amounted to about half as 
much as the city has been collect- 
ing on the highway deck of Munic- 
ipal Bridge, the 12% per cent 
charge was expected by city of- 
ficials to yield about $60,000 a year, 
or about enough to pay the MUlinois 
taxes on the eastern end of Munic- 
ipal Bridge. 

As is known, tolls on the highway 
deck of Municipal Bridge are de- 
voted to retirement of public re- 
lief bonds. Tolls, so far compara- 
tively small in volume, from the 
rail deck of the bridge, are devoted 
to retirement of some of the bridge 


and approach bonds. However, the) 


congressional act specifies high- 
way bridges, not railway, for tax 
exemption. 
$45,000 for Legal Work. 
All legal work incidental to the 
proposed county bridge will be han- 


dled by Harold G. Baker, East St. 


Louis Republican politician and 
former United States District At- 
torney, and Joseph A. Lennon and 
Dewey S. Godfrey, St. Louis Demo- 
cratic politicians. Lennon is an 
Assistant State Attorney-General, a 
former Assistant Circuit Attorney, 
and Godfrey is a member of the 
Democratic City Committee.

Baker disclosed today that the 
St. Clair County Board of Super- 
visors, in employing them early in 
May, had agreed that their joint 
fee would be 1 per cent of the cost 
of the bridge, or about $45,000.

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GRAND JURY INQUIRY (MRS. ARTHUR PREECE 


IN JUROR'S FIST FlarT 


Incident in Which Pierson 
Lawyer Figured After Murder 
Conviction. 


The June term grand jury re- 
ceived instructions from Circuit 
Judge James M. Douglas yesterday 
to investigate a police report that 
an attempt was made to obtain “a 
statement not based on fact” from 
a member of the jury which re- 
cently convicted Ralph Pierson of 
murder. 

The Judge mentioned no names, 
but referred, obviously, to the meet- 
ing of Jack Moore, one of Pierson’s 
lawyers, and Frank Hamm, a juror 
in the Pierson case, who had a fist 
fight last Monday night in a tav- 
ern at 5928 Delmar boulevard. 

“This Court is not advised of the 
truth of the charge,” Judge Doug- 
las added. “Any charge affecting 
the integrity of a juror, even if not 
based on fact, is a serious matter 
and tends to destroy public confi- 
dence in the administration of jus- 
tice. The opinion of the Court is 
that this is a matter that deserves 
your consideration for such investi- 
gation as you may see fit to make.” 

Moore, learning that the matter 
would be presented to the grand 
jury, notified Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller that he would 
waive immunity to appear before 
the grand jury and answer any 
questions that might be put to him. 

Moore told the Post-Dispatch, 
after it became known that he and 
Hamm had fought, that he went to 
see Hamm in the course of an in- 
quiry to determine whether a de- 
puty sheriff who was in charge 
of the Pierson jury had made a 
prejudicial remark in the pres- 
ence of the jury during the trial, 
He was unable to establish that 
this had occurred. Had he been 
able to do so, the information 
might have been used in support 
of a motion for a new trial for 
Pierson, who was sentenced to life 
imprisonment for murder in con- 
nection with an incendiary fire 
which destroyed the Buckingham 
Hotel Annex in 1927 with a loss of 
seven lives. Pierson was co-owner 
of the hotel. 

Hamm told police Moore had told 
him that he could get a new trial 
for Pierson if he could obtain affi- 
davits from four jurors that they 
had discussed their opinions before 
all the evidence had been presented. 
Hamm’s renly, he said, was that 
he did not think it would be pos- 
Sible to get the affidavits.

Armed with spray 
guns and insect powder, Marceline busi- 
ness men waged fierce war Monday 
against the newest difficulty under 
which the local business district is la- 
boring, crickets,” This quotation is from 
a recent issue of my local paper. As I 
write, the wind is blowing a gale from 
the west, dust-laden, temperature 108. 
With practically no rain for the past 
two months, all crops are rapidly wilting 
under the intense heat. Farmers, profit- 
ing by their 1934 experience, when they 
lost most of their oats by leaving them 
in the field too long, are cutting them, 
unripe, as rapidly as possible to gave 
them from the heat, grasshoppers and 
chinch bugs. Pastures, soybeans and 
clover fields are badly burned and 
swarming with hoppers. Potatoes are a 
failure for the third successive season. 
Sweet corn, melons, peas—all garden 
truck—are going or gone. Nature is un- 
kind; we can have no more summer gar- 
dens. 

Such is the sad picture of the prelim- 
inary stages of a drouth that bids fair 
‘to be of greater intensity than the one 
of 1034, unless we get heavy and con- 
tinued rains soon. Clearly, the hot wind 
blowing today is coming from the bare, 
superheated surface of the dust bowl. 

Waat can be done about it? Nothing 
much. Assuming that it was commend- 
able to make money as quickly as pos- 
sible, farmers in the Far West applied 
the mighty forces of the Machine Age to 
denude a virgin soil of its vegetation. 
They now have a burning desert; we 
have heat that destroys our crops. For 
the sins of a few, great numbers must 
suffer.

THE NEW DEAL PLATFORM. 

What it all boils down to is this: the Democratic 
platform ratifies the deeds, hopes and promises of the 
New Deal and asks the country to write Mr. Roose- 
velt, for the furtherance of the hopes and promises, 
substantially a blank check for another four years. 

This is the essential meaning of the highly gen- 
eralized statements of what the party purposes to do, 
They are so broad as to permit the President—with- 
in the platform instead of outside it, as has been the 
case—to pursue his “quarterback” method of calling 
the play as he pleases. 

There is nothing in the platform so specific, for 
example, as that pledge of the party in 1932 to effect 
“an immediate and drastic reduction of governmenta! 
expenditures ... to accomplish a saving of not less 
than 26 per cent in the cost of Federal government.” 

This concrete pledge—so important in the eyes of 
the party in 1932 that it was given No. 1 position 
in the recital of principles and policies—is supplanted 


iiin the 1936 platform with the general promise—com- 


mon to all major party platforms—to reduce the ex- 
penses of government. 

The significant thing about the platform is not 
any one section of it, but the tenor of the whole, In 
many of its parts, it is hardly distinguishable from 
the Republican. Both platforms are replete with 
the customary denunciations and promises; both ful- 
fill the definition of party platforms, quoted in our 
discussion of the Republican document, as fly-paper 
to catch votes. But this fact stands out from the 
Democratic platform as a whole: it definitely casts 
the party adrift from its old states’ rights moorings 
and launches it on a course leading to stronger and 
stronger centralization at Washington. 

It is true there are gestures of adherence to the 
old doctrine, but these are meaningless in the light 


of the central and controlling impulse in the plat- 


form, That impulse is toward centralisation of au- 
thority in the national Government. 

The platform in the coming election is Mr. Roose- 
velt, and Mr. Roosevelt is the platform. 

We have said that the platform asks for a blank 
check. Nowhere is that fact clearer than in the 
adroitly worded plank on the Constitution. More in- 
genuity was expended on that plank, we venture, 
than on all the rest of the platform put together. 

The platform had to avoid outright condemnation 
of the Supreme Court: such a plank would have 
spelled disaster. Yet it had to explain away the 
failure of crucial New Deal laws under the conati- 
tutional test, and it had to convey, somehow, the 
promise that despite the Supreme Court, the New 
Deal would reach its goal. There was a task for 
master weavers of fair words! 

The plank says that certain pressing national prob- 
lems “cannot be adequately handled exclusively by 
48 separate state Legislatures, 48 separate state ad- 
ministrations and 48 separate state courts.” : 

It says that these problems, among them minimum 
wages, maximum hours, child labor and working con- 
ditions in industry, must have Federal as well as 
state treatment. : 

But the Supreme Court has said, in the case in- 
volving the very keystone of the New Deal arch— 
the NRA—that the Federal Government, under the 
Constitution as now written, cannot regulate the 
wages and hours of labor in intragtate industries. 

That decision of the court was by a vote of 9 to 0. 

The platform says, despite this decision and others 
invalidating the New Deal concept, that “we have 
sought and will continue to seek to meet these prob- 
lems”—problems which can only be solved by Fed- 
eral action—‘“through legislation within the Constitu- 
tion.” 

How can the party hope to surmount the constitu- 
tional barrier? Does it expect that the Judges will 
reverse themselves, or that five of the present Judges 
will be supplanted with five who will vote for Federal] 
control of hours and wages, or that the Supreme 
Court will be enlarged by 10 members? 

No one can seriously believe that any of these 
things will come about. 

The platform, therefore, clearly evades the issue, 
holds out false hopes, when it suggests the possibility 
of effective Federal action in the wages-and-hours 
field and qualifies with an “if,” based upon that un- 
tenable premise, the pledge to seek “clarifying amend- 
ment” of the Constitution. 

Taking shelter behind that key word “if,” with its 
convenient vagueness, its suggestion of a magical 
intervention to save outlawed measures, the platform 
makers dodged the question of what amendment or 
amendments might be necessary “in order adequately 
to regulate commerce, protect public health and 
safety and safeguard economic security.” 

In the plank touching the Constitution, the party 
validated all that the New Deal hag done, put the 
stamp of approval on legislation that may be offered 
in further efforts to achieve the New Deal ends 
(“however reasonable” may be the doubts ag to its 
constitutionality), and wrote a blank check permit- 
ting the President and the party to advocate, if, 
when and as, any sort of amendment designed to in-

His control over the party in Congress has 
been so marked as to have excited alarm over con- 
gressional subservience. To characterize the legisla- 
tion from time to time demanded by the White House, 
the term “must legislation” has been coined. It is 
symbolic of the enormous power the President has 
wielded throughout his term of office. | 

There has been much speculation, under the as- 
sumption that the President would be re-elected, as 
to what his course would be during the second term. 
The question is largely answered by the platform. 
Meanwhile, he must first win in November, and many 
observers who once were willing to concede victory 
to him now believe he will have a hard fight on his 
hands. In such a fight, Mr. Roosevelt will be a for- 
midable antagonist. His political astuteness is well 
recognized. His effectiveness over the radio has at 
times been phenomenal. His advantages of being in 
power and of distributing money among the popu- 
lation are, of course, important factors. 

But he will have to face an antagonist wily in 
his own right and surrounded by highly skilled ad- 4 ea, ae 
visers; he will have to combat the charge, among GFE RN SEAR Oe 
others, that his policies are tending to change the| ‘i@eaeinauor , A 
fundamental principles of our Government.

A CONCESSION TO THE SOUTH. 


The Democratic convention’s vote to abrogate the 
ancient two-thirds rule was overwhelming, but har- 
mony was preserved only by a concession to the 
South, for whose advantage the requirement had been 
preserved for more than a century. The rule, in the- 
ory, gave the South control over the choice of presi- 
dential nominees. That it did not always work out 
this way in practice is pointed out by the Riehmond 
(Va.) Times-Dispatch, which reminds that the South 
failed to put over its favored candidate, William G. 
McAdoo, in 1924, and in 1928 could not stop the 
candidate its leaders opposed, Alfred E. Smith, 

Nevertheless, the rule remained in effect largely 
because of Southern insistence, and an agreement 
to give the South larger convention representation 
was the price of its removal. The plan will be pre- 
sented to the 1940 convention, to be considered for 
that of 1944. The new apportionment, in the words 
of Chairman Bennett Clark of the Rules Committee, 
“shall take into account the Democratic strength 
within each state.” 

The Democrats thus turn to a convention practice 
similar to that adopted by the Republicans 20 years

with the automobile parking problem. 
City officials responsible for keeping streets 
clean and in good repair, for preventing. ac- 
cidents and traffic jams, efficiently fighting 
and preventing fires, for generally keep- 
ing good order and for preventing thefts and 
recovering stolen property, almost univer- 
sally complain that street parking makes 
their problems more difficult and more 
costly. 

Street car, bus line and taxicab operators 
also want restriction of street parking, en 
the ground that their operations are retard- 
ed and because use of automobiles by pri- 
vate owners reduces their revenues. 

The parking prohlem is coupled with the 
problems of zoning and city planning, with 
slum clearance and with municipal reve- 
nues, as well as with general public con- 
venience and traffic regulation. 

For example, Schenectady, N, Y., applying 
to the Federal Housing Administration for a 
loan, proposed to acquire and demolish a 
slum area and convert the land into a mu- 
nicipal parking lot—a self-liquidating proj- 
ect. The Federal Government was obliged 
to refuse the request, having no authority

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PROPER ACTION BY TWO JUDGES.

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consideration a plan to previde for off- 
street pormeng areas which would relieve the 
city of street-widening expense, The plan 
was designed to remedy a special condition 
in Columbus—one which, however, also ob- 
tains in many other cities. The principal 
north-south and east-west streets are Broad 
and High streets. Their intersection repre- 
sents the center of the business district, 
where are most of the large office buildings, 
hotels, theaters, large stores and shops. 

The plan contemplated the purchase by 
the city of a number of buildings in this 
area—principally large residences set in the 
center of large lots, which were mansions 
in the ‘90s but which have since beeome club 
houses, boarding houses, undertakers’ par- 
lors, ete.—demolition of these buildings and 
conversion of the land to off-street parking 
uses. These parks would be sufficient in 
number to accommodate all the automo- 
biles that ordinarily would be parked on 
the busier streets in the business section. 
Thereafter, all parking would be prohibited 
in the area. 

In such cities as Cleveland, Detroit, Buf- 
falo, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, Denver, Pitts- 
burgh, Washington, etc., the central busi- 
ness districts have encroached upon and in 
many cases surrounded large houses, set on 
large lotsa—ranging from 100 te 300-foot 
frontage, and often 150 or more feet deep. In 
Many cases, these properties are not. re- 
quired as sites for office buildings, stores or 
other such properties, 

In Detroit, for example, it was discovered 
that such properties cleared and used for 
parking lots would yield a greater return 
to the new owner than any other use. 

In New York City, Detro#, Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia and other cities, where aceommo- 
dations for private automobiles on the 
streets in the business area are so limited as 
to discourage the use of private cars ex- 
cept by persens of sufficient means to em- 
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Research Reports. 


ploy chauffeurs or to pay a high parking 
rent, various types of commercial parking 
garages have been erected. 

One of Chicago’s elevator garages is capa- 
ble of storing 750 cars. The storage cost for 
24 hours is $1.25. During the boom era, 
several of these elevator garages were built 
in New York—at costs so high, however, 
that the companies which built and attempt- 
ed to opegate them went into receivership. 
The land, in one ease, cost $35 a square 
foot, and the building cost 38 cents a cubic 
foot. In another case, $50 a square foot 
was paid for the land. In one cage, the cost 
per car space was $1200; in another, it was 
$2500 per unit. At such costs, little hope of 
parking at low rentals can be expected from 
private enterprise. 

*. * > 

A recent survey of 54 cities in the New 
York metropolitan area by the Regional 
Planning Association showed that 18 have 
established municipal parking areas. Pleas- 
anton and Hempstead, N. Y,, and Ridgewood 
and Hackensack, N. J., were said to have 
made the most progress with the problem. 

The conclusions of the survey were that 
planning of adequate parking areas in large 
centers should be worked out as a part of 
the highway system; that neighborhood 
business centers must be replanned better 
to serve customers traveling by automobile; 
that private parking spaces are “failures 
from the standpoint of the best public in- 
terest; that buildings served largely by mo- 
ter vehicles should provide sufficient off- 
street areas to accommodate patrons and 
that parking must become the concern of 
publie authorities.” 

A section of a principal street in Boston, 
on which several large department stores 
face, is closed to vehicular traffic during 
the rush retail shopping period each day. 
The proposal has been made to close whole 
blocks to all vehicular traffic except street 
ears and busses in several cities where there 
are compact shopping districts, and to re- 
route all other traffic around such areas, 
but no such plan has yet been adopted. 


HOW TO WIN.

OME 80-0dd years ago, it was a favorite 

saying among textile manufacturers that 
if someone could induce China’s 400,000,000 
population te lengthen their shirts by an 
inch, enough business would result to keep 
the entire industry busy for a century. It 
has taken this idea a long time to reach 
China, but at last the idea has arrived. 

Gen. Feng Yu-hsiang, the so-called “Chris- 
tian General,” has worked out a plan to 
insure defeat of Japanese ambition. If, he 
urges in a manifesto, each of China's 400,- 
000,000 inhabitants will shorten his gown by 
one foot and give up wearing buttons, 
enough money will be saved to purchase 
400,000,000 loaded cartridges, With these, he 
feels certain that at least “50,000,000” ene 
mies can be siain. 

But why pause there? If Feng’s new pol- 
ley were earried out logically, and the Chi- 
nese were to cut their gowns short to the 
waist, every opponent ef China in Asia 
would be doomed. If they all went further 
and fought in their skins, nohody could 
withstand the blizzard of bullets. 


What Are the Plans? 


From the Detroit News. 


URING the 1934 campaign, we request- 

ed the President to take the country 
into his confidence regarding future admin- 
istration policies, so that voters might know 
what they were voting for when they voted 
for Democratic Congressmen. 

The President never acted on our advice, 
and, while numerous special interest groups 
seemed eminently satisfied with their sev- 
eral understandings of what administration 
policies were to be, the country at large was 
no better informed of what it really was 
voting for in 1934 than it had been in 1932, 

Somewhat the same situation is develop- 
ing in the present campaign, and we again 
want to suggest that the President do some- 
thing about it. 

This thought is prompted primarily by 4 
brief Washington dispatch which told of an 
interview at the White House between the 
President and John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers and head of the 
new movement to convert organized labor to 
industrial unionism. Mr. Lewis emerged from 
the White House with the statement that, in 
spite of the Congress’ failure to enact the 
Guffey coal bill, which he favors, the 
miners’ union is satisfied with the admin- 
istration and will support it for re-election, 

He said he had gone over with the Presi- 
dent the latter's plans for “future legisia- 
tion,” not only as te labor but with regard 
to other questions and problems. 

“I ean say I am entirely in accord with 
the things which the President seems (to 
have in mind,” he said, “and I am eminent- 
ly satisfied with the policies that he proposes 
to espouse.” 

Now, it seems to us that, in view of what 
happened following 1982 and again following 
1934, the President would be wise to inform 
the country as well as Mr. Lewis of the 
things he seems to have in mind and the 
policies he proposes to espouse. 

We are aware, of course, that the Dem- 
eeratie convention at Philadelphia has 
agreed on a platform of party aims, pre- 
sumably dictated in some part by the Pres- 
ident.

New Deal policies he summarized 
as three—regimentation of agricul- 
ture, reincarnation of the NRA, and 
control of the Supreme , Court. 

Reed gaid that if the Supreme 
Court “stands in the way” an ef- 
fort would be made either to “de- 
prive that court of jurisdiction to 
pass upon the constitutionality of 
acts of Congress, or, to pack the 
Supreme Court by addition of other 
Judges, or, in case of the unfortu- 
nate death or disability of any of 
the present Judges, to appoint as 
their successors the tools of the 
President who adhere to his poli- 
cies and will carry them into ef- 
fect if placed on the bench.” 

“The astounding thing is that the

ANCIENT FARM RELICS 
FOUND IN NEBRASKA 


Archeologists Also Uncover 
Evidence of Nomadic 
Tribe of Hunters. 


By the Associated Press. 
LYNCH, Neb., June 27.—Fresh 


evidence that pre-Columbian Amer- 
ican civilization extended back 40 
centuries was discovered yesterday 
by a University of Nebraska arch- 


eological expedition exploring the 
site of an ancient city. 

The city was said by the leader 
of the expedition, Dr. Earl H. Bell, 
to be probably the largest prehis- 
toric community in North America. 
He termed its exhumation an up- 
set to a scientific theory that no 
middlewestern agricultural civiliza- 
tion dxisted prior to 500 years ago. 

The latest find in the ancient 
triple stratified town site—it was 
built on what was once a Nebras- 
ka desert—-was made by 
Refshauge, a graduate 
who was digging in the 
under that bearing the 
of the aboriginal capital. 

He found an abundance of 
chipped flints, indicative of a race 
more archaic than that which oc- 
cupied the city of long ago. The 
find, Dr. Bell said, confirmed his 
belief that the date of the first 
man in this region would be pushed 
back from approximately 500 years 
to 4000 years. The new stratum 
appeared to be the lowest of all. 

This stratum, third to be discov- 
ered since the party of nine came 
here a few days ago, produced the 
only flint artifacts thus far found.

MISLED COMMOKS 


Accuses British Prime Min- 
ister of ‘Lying’ to House 
on Extent of German 
Rearmament. 


DECLARES PREMIER 
WITHHELD DATA 


Attack Follows Ex-Air Min- 
ister’s Declaration He 
Supplied § Government 
With Correct Figures.

LONDON, June 27.—Sir Stafford 
Cripps, Laborite member of Parlia- 
ment, attacked Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin last night in a 
speech at Woking, accusing Bald- 
win of “lying to the House of Com- 
mons.” 

His declaration came after the 
Ear! of-Londonderry, former Secre- 
tary for Air, had denied he misled 
Baldwin regarding the rate and ex- 
tent of German rearmament,. 

Baldwin, Cripps said, “never told 
us he had been willfuliy misieading 
the country regarding the informa- 
tion supplied him by his own Air 
Ministers. It remained for one of 


those Air Ministers to tell us that 
Baldwin was lying in the House of 
Commons. Baldwin’s_ sealed-lips 
move was a trick to make us think 
a state of affairs existed interna- 
tionally when in fact none existed.” 

Londonderry had declared _ the 
British Government had neglected 
its defensive forces, and asserted 
Baldwin was aware of the pace and 
breadth of Germany’s rearmament. 

“An Astounding Statement.” 

Cripps called this an “astounding 
statement,” and added: “I do not 
know how any Prime Minister can 
survive that disclosure.” 

Londonderry, an advocate of Brit- 
ish-German friendship, went to Ger- 
many’s defense in his address, de- 
claring: “In my judgment, the peace 
of the world depends primarily on 
an understanding between France, 
Germany and Great Britain. We 
should work definitely with this ob- 
ject in view.” . 

Political quarters were keenly in- 
terested in Lord Londonderry’s 
speech, and some suggested it might 
have been aimed at checking a pos- 
sible drift away from Germany— 
the result of British disappointment 
with Adolf Hitler’s failure to re- 
spond to the Locarno questionnaire 
concerning his intentions in Europe. 

“I am sure the German nation 
is as anxious in its desire for peace 
as we, on that common ground,” 
Londonberry said. “We should re- 
ceive in no niggardly or pedantic 
spirit the offers made to the world 
by Chancellor Hitler. Let us do 
all in our power to inspire con- 
fidence in all countries, especially 
at this moment in Germany and 
Italy. 

“I mention these in particular 
because of the dangerous elements 
in Britain which in one case re- 
fuse to believe in the sincerity of 
Germany, and in the other desire 
to show their indignation toward 
Italy by continuing the policy of 
sanctions.” 

“Policy of Starving Defenses.” 

Lord Londonberry said financial 
recovery had been accomplished at 
the expense of British defenses, and 
“the weak position from which we 
are slowly emerging is due to a 
deliberate policy of starving and 
neglecting the defensive forces.” 

In a supplementary statement to- 
day, Lord Londonberry said he had 
no intention of attacking Baldwin 
“personally or otherwise.” “I mere- 
ly desire to say the figures on Ger- 
man rearmament and the rate of 
rearmament which I and my ex- 
perts obtained and supplied to 
Prime Minister Baldwin were ap- 
proximately correct,” he stated. 

Baldwin, speaking at Leys School 
in Cambridge yesterday, said: “I 
shall not be here much longer— 
many of us would be glad to ease 
off and hand over.” 

Baldwin has been accused in 
Commons and in the press of hav- 
ing lost his grip on the govern- 
ment. 

Press Attacks Baldwin. 

London newspapers showed grow- 
ing irritation today at what they 
charged was Baldwin's lack of con- 


ministers. 

“All of them talk loudly at ran- 
dom,” the Herald asserted. “while 
Baldwin pays no heed except to 
emerge now and again from his 
lethargy to assure the country 
something or other was not really 
his fault.” 

“The truth is that the Cabinet is 
unruled,” commented the -News 
Chronicle. “And if the Cabinet {is 
unruled, it means the nation is un- 
governed, which is a scandal and a 
peril.” 

This comment followed a speech 
by Alfred Duff Cooper, British War 
Minister, in Paris Thursday in 
which he said “the French frontier 
is our frontier.”

RATTLESNAKE TORTURE TRIAL 
WITNESS STICKS TO STORY 


Hearing Adjourned Until Monday 
After Man Testifies Against 
Husband of Murder Victim. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 27.— 
Robert S. James was pictured by 
a prosecutor yesterday as an in- 
surance plot killer, who sought 
“supersadistic satisfaction” 
using a goaded rattlesnake to tor- 
ture the wife he later drowned.

Williams based the accusation on 
replies made by Charles Hope in 
cross-examination before the trial 
was adjourned for the week-end. 
Hope, a former sailor, who 
pleaded guilty to a murder charge 
in the death of Mrs. Mary James, 
stuck to the story of torture and 
insurance money scheming he told 
in direct testimony. He testified 
he gave James a vial containing 
rattlesnake poison crystals some 
time before the death of the bar- 
ber’s seventh wife last August, He 
said James professed disinterest in 
the deadly substance and ordered 

him to get some live snakes. 

Hope collapsed twice as he told 
of James putting the woman’s leg 
into a box with a rattlesnake while 
she lay roped to a breakfast table. 
He testified James later drowned 
her.

CATHOLIC CONVENTION 


DISCUSSION SECTIONS 


Students Divided Into Six 
Groups to Prepare for Sub- 
mission of Resolutions, 


The sixth student spiritual lead- 
ership convention of the Sodality 
of Our Lady continued in session 
at Hotel Jefferson today, with about 
500 students from Catholic colleges 
of the country attending. The 
three-day convention will end with 
a banquet tomorrow night. 

Following a general meeting of 


the delegates yesterday, at which 
they pledged “abiding and active 
loyalty” to the Pope, the students 
were divided into six discussion sec- 
tions to prepare for the convention 
resolutions dealing with participa- 
tion in government, consumer’s co- 
operatives, the overthrow of atheis- 
tic communism, the use of leisure 
time, and the dissemination of 
Catholic principles through litera- 
ture. 

Each of the discussions was di- 
rected by a priest. The conventiion 
program, like that of the meeting. 
of Catholic high school students 
which wili be held here next Fri- 
day, Saturday and Sunday, was ar- 
ranged by officials of “The Queen’s 
Work,” sodality publication, of 
which the Rev. Daniel A. Lord, S. 
J., is director. 

The convention, in a late after- 
noon session yesterday, adopted sev- 
eral resolutions referred to it by the 
Discussions Committee, including 
two which urged soladity members 
to study the propaganda of com- 
munists and prepare similar prop- 
aganda for the Catholic viewpoint, 
using literature, art and the drama. 

Another resolution, pointing out 
the apparent competition of Cath- 
olic colleges in lavishness of social 
functions, recommended the college 
set an example of desirable econ- 
omy while providing an adequate 
social program for the students. 
The committee which offered the 
resolution said schools had paid .as 
much as $5000 for dance orchestras 
at proms. 

The section on. participation in 
sovernment reported agreement on 
the advisability of Catholic activ- 
ity in politics and the indorsement 
of the unicameral State Legisla- 
ture scheme and the city and coun- 
ty manager systems, 

In the political activity discus- 
sion one delegate said Catholics 
had been properly criticised for 
lethargy in civic affairs and for 
“dirty politics” when they did en- 
ter government. “If we as Cath- 
Olics are to clean up politics, we 
ourselves must be clean,” he con- 
tinued. “A Government job should 
go to the best fitted applicant, be 
he Jew, Protestant or Catholic.” 

Delcgates in the section on Com- 
munism proposed a_ schedule of 
group communions and masses at 
which the sodalities should pray for 
the downfall of Communism. It 
was agreed that, although there is 
some similarity in the aims of Com- 
munism and the Catholic plan for 
the social order, the difference in 
religious views made it necessary 
to work for the defeat of the Com- 
maunist idea.

structed to transfer his office from 
Washington to St. Louis. Although 
the injunction was denied, the peti- 
tioners, 38 business firms in the af- 
fected area, have announced they 
will appeal. 

Unless an injunction is granted 
by the Court of Appeals of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Nagle said, the 
National Park Service expects to 
proceed with acquisition of the site, 
37 blocks on the central river front, 
and the first phase of qonstruction. 
The funds available, $6,750,000 from 
the Federal Government and $2,- 
250,000 from a city bond issue, a to- 
tal of $9,000,000, are expected to 
provide for acquisition and clearing 
of the site and for preliminary im- 
provement.

When 
that is gone, what am I to do? 

Of course when I lose these jobs 
I know that my past has caught up 
with me. My last employer was 
good enough to explain his sudden 
change of attitude by saying the 
“Officer So-and-So” advised against 
my employment. : 

At 23, having advertised for work, 
explaining that I was an ex-convict, 
I received only refusals, every- 
where. I could never beg on the 
An acquaint- 
ance has considerately offered to 
lend me his gun, so that I may 
“get on my feet.” Could it be that 
among your readers there is some 
person who could overlook my past 
and who needs my services? I am 
asking only a meagre living to be- 
gin with. 

Iam of good appearance, do not 
drink and am of Christian faith. 
My height is 6 feet 1 inch, and 
weight 202 pounds. I am an ath- 
lete and my education includes five 
years of college and I can furnish 
letters attesting my ability and re- 
liability. I also.am a legitimate 
musician. I am hoping that in this, 
the best of worlds, there is some- 
one whose thumbs are not turned 
down on every ex-convict. 

But tomorrow, or the day after, 
my decline will place me in the Old 
Court House class of outcasts, as 
I must barter clothes and luggage 
for food. AN EX-CONVICT. 

I am glad you felt you could 
write to me and am sorry your let- 
ter could not have been used soon- 
er. Of course, there is truth in the 
conditions you describe; on the 
other hand, you know, of course, 
that many a helping hand has been 
extended in good faith, in circum- 
stances similar to yours, and those 
who have been willing to help have 
been betrayed. So you should-real- 
ize that there is more than one 
side to the consideration of. such 
cases, just as the law enforcement 
organizations should not fix every 
one who comes out of the prison 
door in a niche in which he 1s 
helpless.

Shoes dangle from 
bags hung on the back of chairs, 
wash clothe-< are draped over the 
electric light bulbs to dry, make-up 
is smeared untidily on assorted 
jars, and boxes, and powder puffs.

Lists, scrawled long- 
hand on the cardboards that laun- 
dries put in men’s shirts, are tacked

Davie Gladstone sits writing a let- 
ter, farther down the line Leone 
Ortt practices curling her eyelashes 
with some sort of gadget, and Janet 
Crowley is reading a New York pa- 
per. She is a St. Louisan, a grad- 
uate of St. Mary’s at Notre Dame, 
and gave up a job as department 
head at Macy’s in New York to take 
a chance on getting into the opera 
chorus.
